On the 15. by bꝛeak of dao, we began ou? march, dit 
covered e enemy to bewithin two miles of ashaoing 
gotten the advantage of the wind and vpper Oꝛound, 
thus we marched fill 3 a clock in the afternon.the E⸗ 
neiny {till marching as we marched, till they dzew 
within a quartec of a mile of us; there they made a 
ſkand, ot which we tok oppoztunity to ſend thewagons 
the baggage . aud at leaſt 2000 paunds that came along 
With us kꝛom the Country, to goe to other vlace; for 
their Relief:theſe we ſent out of the wapwith 1 guard 
to kep them, and by that time the #2ont and UN ear of 
ouz Army, which were ſand2ed befoze at leaft 2 miles 
dut from the other, by reaſon of the po thewagons, and 
the baggage, tame clole together: then we began to oꝛ⸗ 
der 0412 battle. as the euemy did theirs: the enemy were 
in number four fo2 one they 14000. we not 4000, they 
were the choiſeſt men they had gathered from mot
